Outbreaks of influenza-like disease continued to be
Teported from many communities in the State during the
Past week. Epidemics have now largely subsided in those
areas of western Washington which were affected during
the month of February. Current outbreaks are occurring
Predominantly in rural areas in the eastern part of the
State,

reported to State health officials in Portland during the
week ending March 7. This compares with recent previous
weekly totals of approximately 1,000. Qutbreaks remain
concentrated in the southem and western portions of the
State. Among the areas most severely affected during the
past week was the community of Klamath Falls (Klamath
County), just a few miles north of the California State
line. School absenteeism remains elevated
Klamath, and Yamhill Counties. During the
week practicing physicians in several affected
areas have observed complicating pneumonias in a num-
ber of their cases.

Scattered reports of influenza-like disease have been
received from the Los Angeles and San Francisco Bay
areas during the past week. Clinically, the illness ob-
served has been somewhat milder than classical influenza
and has had a shorter duration. Overall school absentee-
ism has been elevated slightly in these two cities during
the past week. Specimens have been obrained from se-
lected typical cases and are currently being processed in
the State laboratories at Berkeley.

WEEKLY PNEUMONIA AND INFLUENZA DEATHS
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Pneumonia and influenza deaths in 12 reporting cities
in the Pacific Coast region have been elevated slightly
above epidemic threshold for the past three weeks. (See
accompanying graph.) The increase in deaths was fairly
evenly distributed among reporting cities. Pneumonia and
influenza deaths in 108 cities representing the country as
a whole (not shown here) were elevated slightly above
threshold this week but have been below epidemic levels
during the past several weeks. Regions other than the
Pacific Coast have shown no sustained elevations.

SALMONELLOSIS - California

Four different salmonella serotypes were simulta-
neously isolated from among the 8 members of a family of
8, all of whom experienced symptoms of gastroenteritis
24-60 hours after eating sandwiches prepared from left-
over Thanksgiving turkey.

After thawing at room temperature the day before
Thanksgiving, a frozen 17 lb. turkey, prepared, broiled,
and stuffed in a rotisserie for 6 hours, from 350-380°F.,

was served for Thanksgiving dinner. What turkey remained
was left at room temperature until the following day when
it became the ingredients of sandwiches for all 8 family
members.

About 24 hours later, 2 of the children complained of
sore throats. They also experienced nausea, vomiting,
and diarrhea. By 48 hours after the ingestion of the
sandwiches, the other 4 children had experienced nausea,
vomiting, and diarrhea. The parents became ill later in
the day with similar symptoms, thus making a 100 percent
attack rate.

Stool cultures were obtained trom all members of the
family, as well as from the turkey carcass, which was
recovered from a garbage can. From the turkey and from
the family, Salmonella heidelberg, S. blockley, S. newport,
and S. anatum were typed at the State Laboratory. Al-
though the 4 serotypes were recovered from members of
the family, no one victim harbored all 4 types. All had
S. newport, and 7 had S. anatum; S. beidelberg was iso-
lated from S and S. blockley from one.

No family member was known to be a salmonella
carrier. No source of this multiple salmonellosis outbreak
was discovered. The turkey was not traced to its source.

Editor's Note: This outbreak demonstrates the value of
picking multiple colonies for typing from salmonell2
cultures. Juenker! studied stool cultures of 75 individuals
with salmonellosis presumably due to only a single sero”
type; he found that 17 percent harbored multiple types:

SALMONELLOSIS - Ohio

The 7 members of an Ohio family experienced gastro-
enteritis due to Salmonella typhimurium which was traced
epidemiologically to ice cream made at their family
operated dairy farm. Two were hospitalized.

The victims experienced vomiting, abdominal pain,
and diarrhea, with onsets from 11-29 hours after eating.
The symptoms persisted in the family members for a
period from 3 to 6 days. From 5 of the 7 family members,
S. typhimurium was isolated from stool cultures.

On the day prior to the family’s illness, all members
had eaten lunch and supper together. At both meals all
consumed homemade ice cream, which had been prepared
on the day of ingestion. Its ingredients included one gallon
of raw milk, flour, sugar, and eggs produced on the farm.
The custard base for the jce cream was prepared and
heated to an unknown temperature below boiling, after
which 2} quarts of the raw milk and an undetemmined
number of raw eggs were added before the mixture was
cooled.

The Ohio Department of Health Laboratory isolated
S. typhimurium from the homemade ice cream and from the
chicken manure in the coop. No salmonella could be
isolated from the eggs which were found lying in the
manure. The home grown oats and corn used for chicken
feed were culwured and found to contain no salmonella.
